HAS FAIRY TALE ENDING

The story of a Columbus 
woman's frustrating .ex- 
perience with a brand new 
oar,-published_in. the Dec. 9, 
1972 CALL & POST, had a 
fairy tale ending 

Lucille Miller, 1146 Fabron 
Ave.. it maybe recalled, ap- 
pealed to The CALL & POST 
for help with a problem she 
was experiencing with her 
brand new Nova Hatch Back 
and the failure of the dealer 
to adequately correct «the 
string of faults she had found 
with the $3700 vehicle 


Bill Swad Motor Sales, from 
which she purchased the car, 
had patched it up a couple of 
times but as Mrs. Miller put it, 
“the Hatch Back. continued-to 
hatch problems for me." 
Finally, after failing to get 
satisfaction from the dealer, 
she contacted the regional 
Chevy District office in Cin- 
cinnati, but the result was 
also negative. 

As a last resort, Mrs. Miller, 
exasperated but determined 
to. continue. her fight for 
“what | know to be right,” 
brought her problems to this 


newspaper. There were no 
immediate results from the 
story, but it apparently 
reached the hands of 
someone who not only sym- 
pathized with her plight, but 
had the muscle to do 
something about it. 


Mrs. Miller said she was on 
the brink of despair when 
she received a phone call in 
mid-January from a man who 
identified himself as an agent 
of the Bureau’ of Motor 
Vehicles. Sterling Williams, a

Cancer Deaths Among Blacks 
Twice Greater Than Whites. 


Cancer deaths ‘in Black 
Americans aré rising at a rate 
more than twice as great as 
cancer deaths in White 
Americans, according to a 
Howard University College of 
Medicine study.

BLACK COMMANDER SHOT 
AT GERMANY ARMY BASE 


A Black Commander of an 
Army Battalion in Germany. 
who was the subject of a 
CALL & POST story last 
month, has been shot and 
seriously wounded. The 
CALL & POST learned this 
week 

Lt. Col, Frederick B. Hull, a 
graduate of East High and 
Ohio State University, was 
shot Jan. 23. in the stomach 
as he walked across the 
Ferris “Barricks parade 
ground in Earlangen. Ger- 
many, according to informa- 
tion reaching The CALL & 
POST 

According to the report, the 
42 year old Columbus native, 
was shot by a single round 
from an M16 rifle, fired by a 
private first class. His 
assailant was not identified in 
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the report, although he was 
reportedly apprehended im- 
mediately after the shooting. 

S.F. Patterson, 1899 
Merryhill Dr., a close friend of 
Got. Hull; told The CALL & 
POST that he received a let- 
ter from him and a newspaper 
clipping-account of the 
shooting incident. 

Hull hinted that his efforts 
to curb drug use and drug 
pushing made him a target, 
Patterson said. 

Hull was acting Brigade 
Commander of the ist Bat- 
talion 35th Armor. Tank 
Division in Earlangen, Ger- 
many, when shot. 

Hull was confined to the 
130th General Hospital in 
Nuernberg, Germany, but was 
“recovering: fast,"-Patterson 
said.

Dr. ‘Leffall and six 
other prominent Black physi- 
cians prepared this study, the 
first of its kind. 

Black male cancer deaths 
from 1949 to 1967 soared to 
an increase of 131% as com- 
pared to a White male rate of 
57% while White females had 
an increase of 37%. 

These figures are especial- 
ly shocking because 20 years 
ago Blacks had a 10% lower 
cancer death rate than 
Whites. 

The death rate from cancer 
of the pancreas is greater for 
U.S. Blacks than Whites and 
is also among the highest in 
the world. 

Stomach cancer, cancer of 
the cervix and cancer of the 
rectum have actually de-

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CIP Budget Shortchanges 
Inner City, Blacks Argue

Clarence D. Lumpkin of the 
Linden Area Community 
Council and Tom Dillard of 
Model Cities told City Coun- 
cil Monday night that the in- 
ner city has-been left out of 
the Capital Improvements 
Program (CIP) budget. They 
represented a coalition of 
neighborhood groups who 


want citizen participation in 
planning the $309 million CIP 
budget. 

In a prepared analysis of 
the CIP budget, they stated 
that the inner city residents 
believe —that:— the— projects 
selected, the expenditure of 
funds and the time for begin- 
ning the projects favor the 
outer areas of the city; that 
the majority of CIP funds are 
being used for expansion; 
that the city policy favors an- 
nexation at the expense of 
existing areas; that very little 
money was allocated to 
upgrade and maintain 
existing facilities in the inner 
city; and that the distribution 
of funds based on 
geographic area and on 
population is not equitable. 

Their report shows ‘that 
79.8% of the CIP projects are 
planned to occur in the outer 
city area, 12.5% are planned 
to occur in the inner city, and 
7.7% are planned to occur 
everywhere.

in Blacks. Death rates of 17 
types of cancer have doubled 
in Blacks while only three 
types have doubled in 
Whites. 

“tt appears tragic,” states 
the Howard report, “that the 
Black U.S. population, 
already burdened with so 
many handicaps, is experi- 
encing a nse in cancer 
deaths which js twicg as fast 
as'in the White population.”

Hatch Back And that clause 
pleased her very much. for 
from all the exasperating and 
frustrating experiences she 
had encountered with the 
Hatch Back Nova. she never 
wanted to see another one 
again. she said 

Although her bitter ex- 
periences came to a happy 
ending. she said she's still 
unhappy by the reactions of 
a Local daily paper which 
relused to run her story 
“because we dont-get into 
things of this nature. 


The exposure to ciga-

Dietary habits of Black 
Americans may be a factor 

Inferior socioeconomic 
conditions are a definite link 
to some cancers, therefore 
the housing situation for 
Blacks may offer some clue. 

. Genetic difterences may 
affect the susceptibility to 
cancer in Blacks and Whites. 

. There is a lower cure rate 
in Black patients with cancer. 
This would not make much 
difference in cancers with a 
low cure rate. However, in 
cancers where the cure rate 
is 50% or greater, it would 
make a-great difference. 

“More Black cancer 
patients come in the ad- 
vanced stages of cancer for 
treatment than Whites, and 
the results are correspon- 
dingly poorer’ 

Detecting cancer in the 
early stages is urgent. There- 
fore, a Cancer screening 
examination on a regular 
yearly basis is a good health 
idea; according to Dr. James, 
of the Columbus Cancer 
Clinic ~

can get from your physician 
or the Columbus Cancer 
Clinic.

DR. BANKS KEYNOTES WORKSHOP 


ON ‘ETH

“Ethnic cultures," said Dr. 
James Banks, “are endemic 
to America’s social order, 
disproving the theory of this 
country as a melting pot 
where ail ethnic differences 
would be synthesized into a 

Dr. Banks, associate 
professor of Education, 
Social Studies and Ethnic 
Education at the University of 
Washington, Seattle, was 
here last Saturday to keynote 
the workshop on “Teaching 
Strategies for Ethnic Studies” 
Presented by the Education 
Development Facility, Colum- 
bus Public. Schools.. The 
program was planned and im- 
Plemented by Mrs. Georgiana 
Bowan, Ethnic Studies Plan- 
ner, under the direction of 
Mrs. Montessa Turner, Super- 
visor of In-Service Education 
and Mrs. Juanita ‘Webster, 
Facility Director, 

In “an exhilarating and 
thought provoking program, 
Or. Banks, addressing mem- 
bers of the faculty and staff of 
Mode! Cities area schools 
and Ohio State University, 
pointed out that ethnicity and 
ethnic cultures are integal 
Parts of the American system 
and that these aspects are 
exceedingly resistant to 
change or iradication. 

“Nor is it feasible that we 
should all fit the mold of the 
dominant Anglo-Saxon 
image, that is, that Afro- 
Americans, Mexicans- 
Americans and other lower 
Class ethnic groups should 
become colored’ Anglo- 
Saxons.” He pointed out. 

Dr. Banks felt that since 
ethnicity was.an intergral and 
important part of the 
American social_order—any 
understanding of American 
life could not be grasped 
unless separate ethnic com-- 
munities, which are -both 
-egional and social, be 
seriously examined -from the 
Perspective of the various 
social... sciences and 
humanities. 

“tt is also insufficient to 
conceptualize ethnicity to 
Americans only in terms of 
ethnic minority groups,” he 
wamed. “And it is essential 
that students master the 
facts, concepts, gen- 
eralizations- and theories 
they néed to understand and 
interpret events which are 
related to inter group and in- 
tra group interactions and 
tensions." 

The aim of all educators,

students to become more 
ethnically literate and hence 
more tolerant of cultural dif- 
ferences. But the ethnic 
Studies programs which have 
been implemented in many 
schools have largely con- 
centrated on America's op- 
Pressed ethnic minorities 
such as Afro-Americans, 
native Americans, Puerto 
Rican-Americans, Mexican- 
Americans, and Asian- 
Americans and as such have 
been narrowly ‘con- 
ceptualized, 

“Most of the ethnic studies 
Programs which have been 
devised and implemented are 
therefore parochial in scope, 
fragmented, and were struc- 
tured without careful plan- 
ning and clear rationales,” 
Banks declared. 

A large percentage of 
school ethnic studies center 
on minorities and even 
though they contain essential 
information, they do not aid 
the student in understanding 


what all cultures have in 
common. The particular 
status of each ethnic group 
and why ethnicity is an in- 
tegral part of the American 
“social system is also 
overlooked. 

Or. Banks emphasized that 
to be fully meaningful, ethnic 
studies programs should be 
Presented in a comparative 
rationale and more 
generically than is often the 
case. ~ te 

“) identify information, 
materials and strategies for 
teaching about white ethnic 
groups such as white Anglo- 
Saxon Protestants and 
-Jdewish-Americans as well as 
the experiences of ethnic 
minorities, such as Mexican- 
Americans and native 
Americans,” 

Ethnic studies which ex- 
~clude—the—targer.. more 
Predominate and more 
Privileged. groups would 
result in curricula programs 
which would not enable the 
student to grasp~ the im- 
Portance of the differences 
‘and similarities of all ethnic 
groups in America, he said. 

All ethnic groups which 
make up America have been 
uprooted in some vicarious 
manner, Banks pointed out, 
and the student should be 
made aware of the shock and 
alienation each group ex- 
perienced, noting the 
similarities and differences,

resulting from these ex- 
periences, 

Banks declared that Black 
students as well as white 
students regardiess of their 
ethnicity or geographical 
region should study all ethnic 
minority cultures since they 
are all a part of America. 

“Lam not suggesting that 
students who are members of 
specific minority groups 
should never study their 
cultures in specialized cour- 
ses,’ he said. “But | strongly 
argue that only knowledge of 
one’s own ethnic group is in- 
sufficient to help students to 
attain a liberating education 
and to grasp fully the com- 
plexity. of the experience of 
their own ethnic group or the 
total human experience." 

Or. Banks felt that ethnic 
content,- when: approached 
from an interdisciplinary and 
comparative outlook, would 
enable students to un- | 
derstand from a high level 
what it means to be human 
and to understand their own 
cultures and life styles in a 
more meaningful way, one 
which better prepares the 
Students for decision-making 
roles which are ni ad- 
juncts to mobility. upward. 

“In these racially troubled 
times,” Dr. Banks observed, 
“it is imperative, we take 
decisive steps to help 
students to develop ethnic 
literacy for intergroup con- 
flicts pose serious threat to 
our nation and the ideals of 
American democracy. Blatant 
racism which was con- 
demned by influential com- 
mission reports in the 60's 
faised- its ugly head 
unabashedly in the 70's and

ethic”, stated-a Black jour- 
nalist before a mixed 
audience last Wednesday 
night’ at OSU. 

Carl Rowan, synidicated 
columnist and former am- 
bassador to Finland, told 
Blacks that the challenge for 
survival is greater now than it 
was during the days of 
slavery when Blacks could 
see the chains that- bound 
them. 

“Those people in positions 
of power are hostile to the 
aspirations of the Black and 
poor,’ Rowan said, admitting 
that he was engaging in a bit 
or redundancy when 
repeating the words “black " 
and “poor.” 

Vowing to “tell it like it is,” 
Rowan graphically analyzed 
the present condition, of 
Blacks in a racist society. 

“I'm not here té preach 
Black liberation,but to talk 
about the salvation of a 
nation,” Rowan commented. 

in talking about America, 
Rowan said. that the signs of 
social dislocation exist 
beyond racism. He pointed to 
these pertinent factors. that 
mar the present scene: 
1,609,000 inmates confined in 
our. prisons; -one-half of the 
serious crime is done by 
people under 18 and reform 
schools have become 
training grounds for crime;

The propaganda he 
addressed was “welfare,” 
“quotas,” and busing.” 

Most Americans, he said, 
forget that.50% of all welfare 
recepients.. are white, that 
there are also blind and aged 
people on the rolls. Critics of 
welfare, he continued, ‘only 
point to the Blacks receiving 
welfare; they overlook the 
fact that a Black person is 
three times as likely to live in 
poverty than a white. 

Rowan quoted HEW 
statistics which indicated that 
families ‘with dependent 
children receive about $51.40 
per month per person. 
Dispelling the myths that 
poor Black women produce 
babies to increase welfare 
checks, Rowan revealed that 
Mississippi and Alabama pay 
welfare recepients $14.50 and 
$19.20 respectively, __

Ohio State University Athletic Dept. must be commended 
for taking the initiative in informing and preparing its fans to 
be good sports for the Minnesota basketball! game. Although 
some fans booed the, Gophers during the. game, they 
behaved real well. Coach Bill Musselman of Minnesota said 
after the game, he had heard more boos in some other places 
than he heard in St. John Arena. 

It has been said, Ohio State had the best fans in the 
nation. However, every schoo! believes it has “the best fans 
in the nation.” w 

The University AD launched its program two weeks ago 
when it called a special meeting of the news media at the- 
University Golf Club. At that time University officials 
requested members of the press, radio” and-television to 
assist them in telling the Buckeye fans to'keep their cool and 
display good sportsmanship. when the Gophers came to 
town. 

We were told the game had been changed from a 
regional televised game to a national contest. Therefore, the 
entire nation would be watching the Buckeyes. Giving the 
Gophers the silent treatment wouldn't help the situation, the 
officials stated. 

Prior to the game, the Ohio State Lantern said, "Fans, 
however, are not the only culprits. The mood is not helped by 
coaches who run up and down the sidelines, screaming and 
flailing a towel, while calling the officials everything but 
human beings. Nor does it help when the news com- 
mentators get excited and raise their voices to a mild roar. 
exclaiming about what a ‘real barnburner we have, fans!” 

The Buckeye officials changed their routine of intro- 
ducing the entire starting five players of the visitors before 


introducing the home team. The new plan called for intro- « 


ducing a player from the visiting team and then one from the 
home team until the two starting teams were on floor. 

This was good strategy by Ohio. When the first Min- 
nesota player was introduced the fans booed. Their boos 
soon changed to cheers when the next player to be intro- 
duced was Wardell Jackson. Before the crowd stopped 
cheering for Jackson, the second Gopher was introduced. 
Thus the game started without any incidents. 

There were several large placards-on display inside St. 


“John Arena and the hallway outside-the-gym.There-was_a- 


smiling caricature printed on the poster and the caption 
read, “Be a Good Sport.” 

There were several government officials at the game last 
week. Minnesota Gov. Wendell R. Anderson was the guest of 
Ohio's Gov. John J. Gilligan. Ex-Sen. John Bricker and 
Cong. Sam Devine were spectators at the game. 

We talked briefly. with Cong. Devine before the game. He 
-informed-us that he had stopped officiating football. games. 
Some conferences have rules to retire officials at age 55. 
This rule will encourage and give the younger man an op- 
portunity to offciate. 

The two governors were a few minutes late arriving for 
the game. After they arrived the “Star Spangled Banner" was 
sung with the lights on. In the past the National Anthem had 
been sung with the lights out in the Arena. 

Officials for the game were Chuck Allen, Dick Weiler and 
Art White, a black, Big Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke was 
on hand to observe the game, the officials, the players, and 
the coaches, Coach Fred Taylor has been known to jump up 
many times during a game but Saturday he kept his cool. 
Musselman was also a quiet and reserved coach. 

After the first round of boos early in the game, the 
Buckeye fans spent most of their time rooting for the home 
team. A young man seated behind the Minnesota bench 
raised a sign with words” Ashland College” printed thereon. 
A campus police politely took the sign from the youngster: 

When Luke Witte attempted to show good sports- 
manship by assisting one of the Gophers’ black players to 
his feet, a fan behind us roared, “Let him alone Luke! He 
beat your head last year! Let him alone and go down the 
floor.” 

After the game Musselman praised Buckeye Coach Fred 
Taylor for doing a great job in preparing his team for the 
Gophers. “I think they've got a great ball club,” Musselman 
said. 

The.Gopher coach said the Bucks surprised them a little 
when they tried to go inside to the big man. “Alf our scouting 
reports indicated they were a guard-oriented team; therefore 
they really hurt us inside early in the game," he added. 

We inquired if the Gophers had abandoned their fancy 
warm-up drill before each game. “No”, Musselman said. “We 
only use it at home, We have never used it away from home.” 
Furthermore, he said, “We don’t think the warm-up drill has 
any effect on the game.” = 

“This the best birthday present | ever had,” Keith Young 
said.

Back in the days of equal but separate in the Southland, 
Alabama State had one of the best black college basketball 
teams in the South. The team often made trips to the North to 
play various YMCA teams. Their dance band, “Bama State 
Collegians"’ would travel with the team to play for the dance 
after the game. 

Some members of Alabama's basketball team from 
Columbus were Stanley Graves and Elvy Sullinger of Central, 
George Freeman of South and Henry Morman of West. Free- 
man tater attended Capital and was the first black ever to 
play with the Crusaders basketball team.in.the 30's. Playing 
football for Alabama State were George Slate, Ralph Trigg 
and Howard Bentley of West. 

Howard Gentry, former all-high tackle at West and an 
All-American at Florida:A & M is the present Athletic Director 
of Tennessee State. 

The Sunday Black College basketball game of the week bet- 
ween Grambling and Texas Southern University in Los 
Angeles had a couple of surprises for Columbus fans. 

One of the officials for this game was Lorenzo Clark. 
Clark was a well known all-around athlete at East. He played 
with several amateur softball, football and basketball teams 
in Columbus.-He attended Central State and later had a try- 
out with the Cleveland Browns. 

Dr. David Rains, a former all-high end at Central_in the 
early 30's, is with the athletic department at Texas Southern. 
Rains played his college football at Wilberforce. During his, 
high schoo! and college days he could punt a football 60 an: 
70 yards with a smile, 

The National! Football League didn't overlook the brick’ 
colleges in its search for outstanding talent for the coming 
football season. The NFL drafted 442 players. Out unofficial 
court indicates that more than 40 black players were drafted 
from predominately black colleges. 

Some of the black colleges having more than one player 
drafted were Tennessee State, Grambling, Southern Uni- 
versity, Prairie View, North Carolina Central, Morgan State,

Are there too many Negroes in 
the major Leagues? That is the big question in the 
Sports world today. We will have to say that Negroes 
@re making rapid changes in the big leagues, but not 
because they are Negroes. They are just better 
baseball players. 

Ever since Jackie Robinson broke the chain, later 
came Larry Doby of the Cleveland Indians; Roy Cam- 
panelia and Don Newcombe of the old Brooklyn 
Dodgers; Minnie Minoso of the Chicago White Sox 
and Sam Bankhead of the Dodgers eyebrows raised. 

At one time fans were saying the color line was 
being drawn on Negroes in baseball. We can say the 
saturation point of hiring Negro players has not been 
reached. 

We can remember one day in April, 1950 Don 
Newcombe was scheduled to pitch when ‘suddenly, 
Dodger manager Walter Alston benched. Sandy 
Amoros, one of the six Negroes on the team. If Sandy 
played, Brooklyn would have had five Negroes on the 
field, with" another on the bench. 

Last season the Pirates started seven Negro 
players and they won the game much to the delight of 
the Pittsburgh fans.

After the discovery of 
penicillin when the men 
could have easily been cured 
they were stilt allowed to go 
untreated in order to carry 
out the experiment. 

The HEW investigating 
committee is due to release a 
report by March 31 after 
weighing whether the 
experiment was justified 


LBJ Says In Last Interview 
America Must Admit Racism 


By DIANE A. WILLIAMS 


WASHINGTON— (NBNS)-—- 
This country’s racial problem 
will not=be solved unless 
Americans realize that whites 
and blacks have not been, 
and are not now, treated 
equally, 

This was the belief of for- 
mer President Lyndon B. 
Johnson who related it in his 
laSt interview before his 
death at the LBJ ranch in 
Texas on Jan, 22. 

“One stands in an elevated 
Position with all the advant- 
ages this country gives him 
and the other stands down in 
the rut, neglected and over- 
looked, and enjoyed second- 
rate facilities and housing, 
and jobs and schools and 
health, and everything else, 
during: our entire~govern- 
mental existence," the former 
President said in an Jan. 10 
interview with CBS newsman 
Walter -Cronkite—which_was- 
televised last week. 

“And,-we began to do 


something -about—it- (the 
unequal _treatment),"' Mr. 
Johnson continued. “But, 


unless we recognize the fact 
that one’s on the-hill and the 
other's in the hollow, the 
one's on the mountain, the 
other's in the ditch, we're not 
evaluating it properly, And, if 
we don't evaluate the prob- 
lem properly, we nan't ete 
the problem.” 

In the informat Interview 
the. fifth in -a@ series Cronkite 
made with him-- Mr. Johnson 
conceded that he had not 
always known or recognized 
the plight of black Ameri- 
cans. He said he grew up ina 
section of: Texas where there 
were few, if any, blacks and 
that as a youth he played! with 
Mexican-Americans. 

“But,” the late President 
admitted,” like most other 
citizens of this country. I'took 
my own rights for granted 
and | did not see and feel and 
Was not as concerned with 
my fellow as | later became, 
as my service extended itself, 
and as | became more ac- 
quainted with the problems of 
the land." 

Mr. Johnson attributed 
much of his awakening to"his 
experience as a teacher in 
Mexican-American school 
and aS anh administrator for 
the National Youth 
Administration 

Later, as acongressman he 
said his constituents would 
come up to shake his hand 
after a speech and the blacks 
would stand aside until the 
whites. were finished. 


As a U.S. Senator, Mr. 
Johnson played a dominant 
role in leading tte passage of 
a series of civil rights bills. 

“And, finally; when | 
became President and 
realized that|_was.the leader 
of the country and that | was 
President of all the people 
and all the people were 
looking to me to correct the 
inequalities and inequities 
and injustices and there was 
something that | could do 
about it, | concluded that now 
that | have the power, I'm 
going to use it every way | 


could,” Mr 
plained. 

Mr. Johnson's tone. _re- 
flected much the same beliefs 
he had expressed during his 
jong political career and at 


his last public speech at a 


Johnson ex- 


“civil rights symposium ‘at the 


University of Texas at Austin 
where a million pages of his 
civil rights papers were put 
on display. 


“To be black— to one who 
is black— is to be proud, to be 
worthy, to be honorable," Mr. 
Johnson declared in a 30- 
minute speech which his doc- 


tors had asked him not-to 
make because of his health. 
“But to the black in a white 
society is not to stand on 
level ground. 

“While the races may stand 
side by side, whites stand on 
history's» mountain and 
blacks stand in history's 
hollow, Unless we overcome 
unequal history, we cannot 
overcome unequal opportuni- 
ty," Mr. Johnson added.

Civil Rights Coalition 
Resurrected To Save OEO 


By FLORENCE TATE 

WASHINGTON- (NBNS)-— 
President Nixon's announced 
intention of dismantling the 
Office of- Economic Oppor- 
tunity (OEO) has resurrected 
the. broad-based. coalition. of 
the 60’s which helped to 
usher in an era of civil rights 
legislation and federal anti- 
poverty efforts. 

National church groups, 
civil rights, labor, and social 
welfare organization are 
planning a mass mobilization 
to bring thousands of people 
to Washington on: February 
20 to lobby in the halls of 
Congress against OEO's dis- 
mantling. 

James Couch, chairman of 
the New-York State Alliance 
of Community Action Agency 
Board Members (a non- 
paying position), has been 
named=coordinator ofthe 
Feb. 20th National Mobiliza- 
tion for Domestic Unity. 

“We are mobilizing our 
constituents, supporters, 
advocates and friends to 
come here and talk to their 
congressmen about exer- 
cising their responsibility to 
keep anti-poverty as a nation- 
al priority and commitment," 
said Couch. 

He said the demonstration 
wilt nor’ be @ march" but wilt 
be “a mobilization in the 
truest sense, with the support 
of 98 national groups which 
do not want to see the federal 
government turn its back on 
the poor and tet them again 
become the ‘invisible poor’.” 

Couch said the coalition 
anticipates getting the mem- 
bers of the Congressional 
Black Caucus and other pro- 


gressive congressmen to 
sponsor—legisiation..to..con- 
tinue anti-poverty efforts. Last 
week he and other represen- 
tatives of the coalition at- 
tended congressional 
hearings and talked with 
Senator Gaylord Nelson (D- 
Wis.), head of the sub- 
committe on manpower, 


Poverty and labor. 


The 98-member national 
Coalition includes: ‘the Na- 
tional Urban Coalition, 
NAACP, Urban League, Com- 
mon Cause, American Jewish 
Congress, National Council 
of Churches, Catholic Chari- 
ties, 
Voters and a number of both 
AFL-CIO affiliates and inde- 
pendent tabor unions. 


Meanwhile Nixon = ap- 
pointee OEO acting director 


Howard Phillips has taken a. 


hard-nosed~ position —-and—is 
proceeding swiftly with his 
cherished assignment of pre- 
siding over the demise of the 
organization which for nearly 
a decade has symbolized a 
national intent to wipe out 
poverty. 

In an interview with a 
Washington reporter Phillips 
sounded alternately gleeful 
and puritanical in talking 
about his new undertaking. 

He echoed President 
Nixon's much-pronounced 
concern about America 
“returning to the virtues of 
self-reliance, thrift and hard 
work" never mind the fact 
that the job market.is scarce 
and unemployment is already 
rampant among the poor, 
particulary the Black poor. 

Under this puritanical phi- 
losophy the poor will be

asked to pull themselves up 
by. their bootstraps, com- 
pletely disregarding the fact 
that: they don’t have any 
boots and the bootstore is 
not inclined to extend: credit: 

The 32-year-old Harvard 
lawyer who.is a co-founder of 
the arch-conservative Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF) 
denounced the OEO as a 
“marxist notion.” 

In--a_ further show _of- his 
concern for the practices and 
precepts of a democratic 
society, he equated demon- 
strations and boycotts with 
riots, and accused .OEO of 
“subsidizing" all three. 

~ Phillips criticized the war 
on poverty program as “con- 
ceptually flawed” and said it 
“had defended the wrong 
values from its beginning. 

In another statement he 
said OEO had “promoted the 
welfare ethic” and accused 
Legal Services lawyers of 
“organizing chapters of Na- 
tional Welfare Rights Or- 
ganizations, chapters of Na- 
tional Tenants Organization 
and United Farm Workers 
Unions...with taxpayers 
‘fund’."" 

Two of the top officials and 
his closest assistants at OEO 
are Randal Teague, a former 
executive director of YAF and 
Alan’ McKay, “a former YAF 
national chairman. 

Phillips said when his as- 
signment is completed by 
July 1, “I expect to be out of 
a job.” 

Couch. and. his coalition of 
forces are banking on their 
mobilization to help Phillips 
“be out of a job,” but are 
hoping that OEO can be 
saved and revitalized. 


Border Closing By Rhodesia Backfires 


WASHINGTON--- (NBNS)—- 
Rhodesia's month-long at- 
tempt to whitemail Zambia 
into expelling African libera- 
tlon fighters from Zambian 
soil by closing down its bor- 
ders with the landlocked Afri- 
can republic, has ‘severely 
backfired on the racist 
goverment of tan Smith. 


Rhodesia’s action not only 
failed to halt the guerilla at- 
tacks being launched from 
Zambia by Zimbabwean free- 
dom fighters against 
Rhodesian. white settlers, but 
it also brought open dis- 
senion between Rhodesia 
and South Africa, its colonial- 
ist ally and partner in op- 
pression, 


Through its “Outward 
Looking” foreign policy in- 
cluding the pursuit of “Dia- 
logue" with African coun- 
tries, South Africa for the 
past few years has been at- 
tempting to establish political 
and economic ties with inde- 
pendent African countries 

.Thus Rhodesia'’s border- 
closing action was looked 
upon with much disfavor by 
South Africa because she 
fears the expected fallout

from the incident will harm 
her campaign to improve her 
political image with Africa, as 
well as other nations of the 
world, 

Moreover, South Africa will 
be directly affected by the 
Rhodesian boycott because 
its $60 million annual exports 
to Zambia,-one of the few 
African countries with which 
it-nas-trade, can-no longer 
pass through Rhodesia. 

After receiving the protest 
of its South African ally, and 
fearing the Zambian retal- 
iatory threat to never use 
Rhodesian trade routes 
again, Rhodesia decided to 
re-open its borders with Zam- 
bia. 

To save face, lan’ Smith's 
government announced that 
Zambia had agreed to cancel 
its policy of providing refuge 
for liberation fighters. 

This action was promptly 
denounced by Zguminense 
piece of trickery, and Zam- 
bilan. President~ Kenneth 
Kaunda denied that any 
messages had- been sent to 
Rhodesia on controlling 
guerilla activities. 

“| would like to say in a 
very solemn manner that | 


we - 


have given no understanding 
to Smith, said President 
Kaunda at an airport news 
conference before departing 
for talks with President Julius 
Nyerere of Tanzania and 
President Mobutu Sese Seko 
of Zaire. 


“At no time have | been.in : 


touch with him directly or in- 
directly," stated President 
Kaunda. 


The Zambian president 
said he has provided offices 
In Lusaka for liberation for- 
ces to tell of their sufferings 
and of the “oppression and 
suppression by armed forces 
against the innocent five and 
a half million people” of Zim- 
babwe (Rhodesia). Not only 
did Zambia not make an 
agreement with Smith which 
caused him to offer to re- 
open the borders, but it also 
thumbed its nose at 
~~ otfer to re-open 
the borders. 

Zambia is expected to con- 
tinue sending all her copper 
exports, which amount to 
56,000 tons a month, over 
routes through Mozambique 
and Tanzania, and to develop 
other routes for imports:

When the TanZam Railroad! 
which is being build with 
technical, labor, and financial 
assistance from the People’s 
Republic of China opens in 
1975, Zambia will have its 
own direct route through 
friendly Tanzania to the sea. 


Despite South Africa's 
temporaty displeasure with 
Rhodesia over its precipitous 
border-closing action, the 
two remain firmly united in 
their determination to sup- 
press the nationalist libera- 
tion forces in all of southern 
Africa and to continue to 
deny independence to the 
majority African populations 
in the white-rules territories, 
of Angola, Mozambique, 
Rhodesia and South Africa. 
(Guinea-Bissau nominally un- 
der Portuguese rule has been 
90 percent liberated by the 
forces of PAIGC under the 
leadership of the recently-as- 
sassinated Amilcar Cabral).

Blacks Make Big Gains 
In Southern Elections 


WASHINGTON—(NBNS) 
Black elected officials in the 
11 southem states made im- 
pressive gains last year 
placing 598 blacks in public 
office, the Voter_Education 
Project reported last Satur- 
day. 


The Project, .a nonprofit 
group which conducts voter 
registration drives and edu- 
cation programs inthe South, 
cited progress in the record 
number of black delegates to 
the national political conven- 
tions of both major parties, 
bills sponsored by blacks on 
prison reform in Louisiana 
and on open housing in 


Virginia, and the margins of 
victory blacks provided -for 
white candidates, including 
Louisiana Gov. Edwin Ed-— 
wards, 

The-report-also-cited black 
political gains “in Alabama 


“and: the city~of-Seima =the 


scene of -many-violent racial 
confrontations in the past -— 
as the most symbolic. : 
In 1965, Selma had no 
black elected officials. 
However, in last year's eleo- 
tions — when black voter 
registration rose from 2.3 per

‘Secret’ Nixon. Report . 
Says OEO Is Effective 


WASHINGTON--(NBNS)—* 
A -tederally— authorized 
evaluation of the Community 
Action Program (CAP) fun- 
ded by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity has 
given new fuel to opponents 
of Nixon's planned ter- 
mination of CAP. : 

The report praised CAP as 
“highly constructive” in 
meeting the goals of the 
Nixon administration.” says 
that local community action 
programs “are becoming very 
positive forces in their com- 
munities" and can aid com- 
munities in rising “to the 
challenges of revenue 
sharing and other forms of 
government. —-decentraliza- 
tion.” 

The until-last-week secret 
report described the Nixon 
administration's concept of 
community action one of 
mobilizing, not merely spen- 
ding, ‘antipoverty_ resources, 


¢ and states that this criteria is 


being met. 

A federal evaluation team 
investigated programs in 591 
urban and rural communities 
from 1965 to 1972 and con- 
cluded that they have been 
successful in achieving that 
goal. CAP “is already pro- 
ducing highly constructive 
results," the report said. 

Howard Phillips, appointed 
by Nixon as acting director to 
phase-out OEO has chal- 
lenged the -credibility-of-the 
report, charging that it is the 
work of “various people iden- 
tified with previous admini- 
stration policies.” 

Phillips had been charged 
with suppressing the favor- 
able report but after its 
existence was publicly dis- 
closed by other sources he 
permitted- its limited circula- 
tion. 

The report is expected to 
be used by congressmen in- 
terested in retaining com- 
munity action programs and 
keeping them independent 
from becoming financially de- 
pendent on local govern- 
ments which may not be in- 
clined to use revenue-sharing 
funds to keep them alive 

A leading congressional 
supporter of CAP is Senator 
Jacob Javist (R-N.Y.) who be- 


Vieves the elimination of the 
Program is “contrary'-to the 
spirit if not the letter of the 
Equal Opportunity Act, the 
enabling legislation for OEO. 

Community action agen- 
cies around the country have 
been active in programs 
designed to benefit the poor 
in the areas of employment, 
education and health. From 
their inception they have 
been charged with stirring up 
the poor against “the estab- 
lishment.” 

The new evaluation report 
concluded, however, that 
“municipal and county or 
local governments have been 
extremely supportive of com- 
munity action programs," at 
least since 1968. 

On a recent television news 
show, Phillips retort to that 
Part of the report was that if 
local governments were so 
favorable to CAP, they will 


provide funding for them from 
revenue-sharing proceeds, 

He neglected to point out 
however that when the eval- 
uation was being made, city 
Officials had not been asked 
to stretch reverive-sharing 
funds to cover community ac- 
tion programs. 

Meanwhile the 98-member 
organization coalition spon- 
soring the National Mobiliza- 
tion for Domestic Unity in 
Washington Feb. 20 reports 
that ‘support for a national 
lobbying effort to save federal 
anti-poverty programs, in- 
cluding CAP, is growing. 

Jim Couch, national co- 
ordinator for the Mobilization 
said that-nearly-5,000 people 
have already been- to Wash- 
ington to demonstrate sup- 
port for the effort. Thousands 
more are expected to lobby in 
the halls of Congress on Feb, 
20, he said.

In addition, the Project said 
blacks were elected for the 
first time to the Arkansas 
General Assembly (the last 
Southern state legislature 
without black representa. 
tion), to the city councils. of 
Brunswick, Ga., Natchez, 
Miss,, and Seguin, Tex., and 
to. the Orange County (N.G.) 
board of supervisors. 


“The number of blacks 
elected to public office in 
1972 reflects the spiraling 
trend which yet has far to go 
before it reaches its peak,” 
said John Lewis, the Project's 
executive director adding 
that “this number is impres- 
sive but it is not the only 
barometer of change in the 
South,” 

And: according to Harry 
Huge, the Project's president, 
“we have only scratched the 
surface, both in terms of the 
potential of minority voters 
yet to be registered-and-the 
relatively small number of 
black elected officials. But in 
another sense the progress 
we have made has brought 
about many changes in the 
Southem region." 


Former Nixon Aide Cites Emotionalism —

“| have very strong feelings 
about the President, contrary 
to most black people. | think 
he is a fantastically warm per-’ 
son, tough but compassion- 
ate, with a sense of direction 
in doing what is right for all 
people in“this country,” ad- 
ded Brown, who was the 
highest ranking black during 
Nixon's first term in office 
before he cepadade*- magk.. 

According to a New York 
Times article, Brown also ex- 
pressed support for the Presi- 
dent's policies and programs, 
including the war in South- 
east Asia, recent budgetary 
cutbacks in social programs, 
and Supreme Court 
nominees, 

“The President has taken a 


hard look at the various pro- 
grams, and those that don't 
work should not be kept. He 
looks at them objectively and 
| would hope black people 
look at them objectively, too,” 
Brown said, 

“But some people can't do 
that for obvious reasons. If | 
had a poverty job or headed a 
program, 1 —would- criticize 
too. But | think it says 
something about the Presi- 
dent for having the guts to 
deal with those programs: 

“One day,” Brown 
deciared,“at some point, 
black people are going to 
have to look at the record 
and make judgments based 
on facts rather than emotion, 
fiery speeches and demon- 
strations. The masses of our 
people still respond with 
emotion, but we've made 
some inroads with those who 
_want to deal with substance,”

Dilemma For Black 


A great deal of emphasis has 
recently surfaced on the critical 
need for blacks to develop a stable 
entrepreneurship if ever the race is 
to find itself in the mainstream of 
American life. But not many people 
are willing to address themselves to 
the almost insurmountable 
handicaps faced by the black 
businessman forced to operate in 
the inner-cities of our nation. 

Foremost among these hazards, 
of course. .is the refusal of local 
governments to set up machinery 
that will adequatelyprotect the 
safety of property and proprietors 
who still have courage enough to 
face the hazards of operating in the 
major urban centers. especially 
those who remain in the ghetto 
neighborhoods either from choice 
or from insurmountable 
circumstances. 

The fatal shootings of two black 
businessmen on successive 
weekends by thugs in Cleveland. 
Serves only to highlight the plight of 
hundreds of blacks whose limited 
capital and active ambitions have 
bound them to serve théir ghetto 
neighbors. Their tragic deaths not 
only further reduce the number and 
quality of small enterprises 
available to ghetto residents, but 
also accentuates the fear of those 
white businessmen who no longer 
are willing to put their lives on the 
line. regardiess of the profit 
potential of the concentrated inner- 
city market. 

From the first day that police 
executives decided to place their 
patroilmen in high-powered 
automobiles, the quality of police 
Protection has deteriorated, 
Particularly in the black 
communities of the-nation— 


Business 


The failure of federal Programs 
aimed at effectively decreasing 
inner-city crime simply 
demonstrates that government, 
acting alone, can assure neither the 
viability of the city nor relief of the 
people who most need help. Now, 
with the threatened emasculation of 
Some of these federal programs, it 
becomes even more critical that the 
business-industrial complex 
recognizes its own self-interest in a 
peaceful environment. and uses its 
power to do something about it 
other than moving. its offices. and 
plants ‘to “suburbia. 

When big business recognizes 
that the environment of the city is 
an essential part of its concern, and 
makes up its mind to pay a price to 
Stabilize and underpin it. then. and 
only then, can real pressure be 
brought upon local governments to 
shake up and refurbish their 
outdated. outmoded, and Poorly 
trained security forces, so that 
every citizensor businessman-no 
matter how large or small, or where 
located, Has an equal chance for 
operating without risking both his 

-— profits and his life - . 

Business has been customarily 
using between 2 and 5 percent of 
its allowable -tax deductions for 
charitable contributions. Perhaps 
it's time that this money could 
better be used directly on 
constructive programs within the 
inner. city. 

No amount -of technical help, 
loans or outright grants will 
persuade would-be black 
entrepreneur to set up his stand in 
the black ghettos of the nation 
when the odds remain prohibitive 
that he will not live to spend his 
protits:— 


Our Segregated Schools 


The Cleveland: Branch NAACP 
has announced that it will make a 
formal request of the” Cleveland 
Board of Education for a voluntary 
plan to desegregate the city's 
public schools. Further, the NAACP 
program calls for giving high 
Priority to this sticky issue during 
the rest of the year. 

Undoubtedly, the Cleveland 
Branch strategists have been en- 
couraged by last week's federal 
court decision involving racial 
segregation in the Dayton public 
schools. That city has been given 
60 days to abolish all optional at- 
tendance zones, develop a freedom 
of enrollment plan for high school 
attendance, and to liberalize the 
requirements for student transfers 
from one school to another where it 
leads to improved racial balance. 

The judge in the Dayton, Ohio 
case, however, was careful to 
stipulate that he was not ruling out 
the neighborhood. concept, but in- 
dicated that he saw no other way 
that meaningful desegregation in 
Dayton schools could be achieved 
except through city-wide busing. 

Dayton authorities have indicated 
that they will appeal the decision. 

It is not difficult to predict the 
reaction of the Cleveland Board of 
Education. The Cleveland School 
Board is headed by Arnold Pinkney, 
a black leader with a~—militant 
background. The Superintendent of 
Schools in Cleveland, Pau! Briggs, 
has established a reputation for 
positive action in improving the 
quality of education in the city’s 
schools located _in_predominately 
black neighborhoods. Highlighting 
this effort has been the erection of 
the $10 million new East Technical 
High Schoo!-and-numerous plant 
improvements in East Side schools, 
plus faculty’ assignment policies 
aimed at reflecting a racial balance 
that ultimately can be achieved 
without massive busing of students 


from one’part of the city to another. 

A-court test will not be necessary 
to determine that Cleveland's 
Public schools are a classic exam- 
ple of de facto segregation, where 
Dayton’s system was a borderline 
de jure situation. Nevertheless, an 
NAACP operation worth its. salt, 
would be derelict in its duty if it did 
not make serious. efforts to ac- 
celerate the movement towards a 
really desegregated school system 
in its sphere of influence. 

Probably the only reasons why a 
Situation which finds 85 of the city's 
190 schools with 90 to 100 percent 
black enroliment, and 72 others 90 
percent white, and some 95 percent 
of Cleveland's. black children—at- 
tending schools that are sub- 
Stantially all black, is because 
black leadership in Cleveland has 
realized that the real villian in the 
Play has been the banker-buiider 
conspiracy that prevented 
Cleveland blacks from agcess toan 
open housing market, ~' 

Certainly there is nothing fun- 
damentally wrong with the concept 
that children, especially elementary 
school age children should be able 
to find equal facilities in the school 
nearest their residence, but when 
the schools are admittedly inferior 
to others in the same system, and 
reading levels dramatically con- 
tinue-to- reflect this inferiority; then 
something more drastic than wish- 
ful thinking must be structured. 

We can only hope that something 
more than “confrontation” occurs 
in the inevitable clash between the 
NAACP and - Board—of Education— 
leadership. Surely it is time that 
educators quit using gimmickry 
and come up with a master plan to 
cover housing, jobs, and health for 
Public school pupils. 


_ Neither piecemeal strategy nor 
court-enforced mass busing can 
provide the ultimate solution.

The State Of The Negro

Last week, | discussed the State of 
the Union as it related to President 
Richard M. Nixon and the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus. This week, | want 
to go more in depth with the 3-hour an- 
swer of the Caucus. 

Fourteen of the fifteen Black 
Congressmen participated in the 
Caucus’ presentation, The only ex- 
ception being Cong. Nix of 
Philadelphia, 

Since everybody wanted to get .into 
the act, this made the presentations 
much too long for the general public's 
consumption. [t also opened the door 
for some poorly prepared presentations 
and charges that were mostly 
generalities, or hackneyed political 
responses, F 

Instead of trying to cover the 
problems of the. Nation in their presen- 
tations, (which most of them did not do) 
| thought the. subject matter. should 
have been the “True State of the 
Negro.” 

The status of the Negro is one-of the 
major unsolved and . unresolved 
Problems of this nation. This problem 

has persisted since 1619 when the first 
cargo of indentured Africans arrived at 
Jamestown, 
President Nixon in his*State of the 
Union message, gave the Caucus two 
very-good pegs to harig real program 
arguments on. One was when Mr. Nixon 
said: “'! pledge to you where this gover- 
nment shoud act, we will act boldly and 
lead boldly.” The other was: “in, our 


* own lives, ‘let éach of us asknot what 


will government do for me, but what 
can | do for myself." 

Every Caucus speaker ranted ana 
raved about what the Government 
hasn't done or is about to stop doing. 
Cong,. Charles Diggs, presented - the 
MOSt definitive program for action in his 
speech on Africa. This*was an area on 
which he is an expert.

Most of the other presentations 
missed the point of recommendations 
in the areas of specifics, Not one ad- 
mitted that there was anything wrong 
with the Great Society Programs.

Just to list the bills he fought for and 
the programd he initiated would take 
more space than this column has. What 
other democratic country undertook in 
so short a period of time such social 
innovations as were contained in the 
Civil Rights Act. of 1964, which 
eliminated discrimination in public 
places and in employment; the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965, which 
revolutionized southern politics and 
assured blacks the” vote” the” Fair * 
Housing Act: which barred discrimina- 
tion in housing; medical aid- for the 
aged. model cities programs, anti- 
poverty programs, and a host of other 
actions that helped millions of people. 

It is ironic that Lyndon Johnson died 
on the very day that a cease-fire 
agreement for Vietnam was initialed in 
Paris.

That war was a 
tragedy, both for the man who wanted

While criticizing public tele- 
vision for makin only 
“minimal progress" “in im- 
proving employment oppor- 
tunities for minorities, a 
report by the United Church 
of Christ's Office of 
Communications also noted 
that public television had 
done “slightly better’. than 
commercial television in 
giving women empliyment 
opportunities. 

The study is the second. of 
a two-part probe of TV em- 
ployment practices 
conducted by--the church. 
The first part. released last 
fall, dealt with the hiring of 
women and racial minorities 
by commercial television. 
Both were based on an 
examination of annual 
employment records that 
stations must file with the 


Commission. 

Noting that the 
management of public TV 
stations is “almost 


exclusively composed of 
male whites,’ the study 
shows that in 1972, of the 125 
stations reporting, 44 -- or 
35.2 per cent — employed no 
minority group members on a 
fulltime basis. Also, last year 
9.2 per cent of their fulltime 
employees were members of 
a minority. group as 
compared to 8.2 per cent in 
1971. Commerical stations 
reported that minority groups 
comprised 10 per cent of 
their staffs. 

eIn- addition, the report 
were in office and clerical 
positions. : 

According to the report, 
28.1 per cent of the fulltime 
employees of the public 
broadcasting stations last 


27.2 per cent in 1971. The 
maintained that ‘‘dis- 
crimination against women, 
although not as widespread 
(as in commercial TV) was 
still apparent.” 

While 52 per cent of the 
public stations employed no 
minorities in the top three job 
categories officials and 
managers, professionals, and 
technicians — more than 18 
per cent of the public TV 
licensees had no women in 
those positions. More than 


half -the women employed 
figure for commercial 
stations was 22 per cent both 
years. 

The study detined 
minorities as including 


blacks, orientals, Spanish 
surnamed and American 
Indians.

Ethel 
Austin Martin says in her ex- 
cellent text, “Nutrition in Ac- 
tion,” - “size and growth are 
interrelated Physical 
growth is a complex process 
which involves not only in- 
creased size of the body as a 
whole but development of its 


involves the increase in both 
Numbers of body cells and 


different parts.”’ Growth, then,” 


size of cells. Research 
suggests that if a child gets 
too few calories he may 
develép tess cells. if he gets 
too “little protein the size of 
his cells may be limited. 

Q. What is mainutrition? 

A. Basically, this means 
your intake of needed 
nulcients is faulty or 
inadequate. You're getting 
too little or too much of cer- 
a food components as for 
example, protein, or too few 
or too many calories. And it 
may be that the extent of 
malnutrition in an individual 
is due to how much—these” 


problems occur at the same 
time. 


In children, tor example, 
cells in various organs grow 
at different rates. This is true, 
for instance, in brain growth, 
And tor maximum develop- 
ment the right nutrients are 
needed at the right time. 

Q. So, an adequate diet is 
terribly important, right? 

A. Definitely. Especially for 
children it can help deter- 
mine the realization of one's 
potential for development. 

Q. What about adults? 

A. Original growth and 
development may be over, 
but there are always the all-- 
important factors of main- 
tenance and repair of the 
body. Without the right 
variety of foods and the right 
amounts, life's processes 
might not function. at their 
best. Things will deteriorate 
unnecessarily, “or Over-- 
develop, like fatness. ~
